Member firms are evaluated by two fully-independent qualifying institutions, including EJRIS 
Em^wc^ which is headquartered in London and has a deep background on 

the FTSF Sustainability Index. The second institution is the Somh Anahuac I >mve:s.ly, a Mexican 

mL onal leader which participated in the building of the Index. And as part ot the 
member firms comply with international standards set mainly by the United Nations, the Wotld Bank, 
ISO 1 4000, among others.

™n f SrIS, the research is based on three pillars environmental, social, and ,o, po: ate go vc: nance. 
For the nvironmental pillar, the analyzed company is subjected to different mett" Atf^ 
according to the sector it belongs to. Then, the company » analyzed by the impact ,t geneiate. to watu, 
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air waste biodiversity and climate change, and each of these impacts are weighted according to the sector 
the' company belongs to. Lastly, the company is analyzed by its 

systems and reporting. For the social pillar, the company is analyzed by how it mteiacts with its 
Sd£ Sy Us employees on equal opportunities, health and safety and security ^ t eu,o 
environment. And for the corporate governance pillar, the analyzed company is asked i they have an 
ethics code and how they are implementing it. Additionally, the methodology includes hndmg out ,1 the 
company's environmental, social, and ethical issues are assessed by then- Board of Directors. 

The Mexican Sustainability Index addresses the demands from progressive consumers and investors tor 
Lmpanies to demonstrate an active role in the environment - including its production and commercial 
processes.
